COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P^ D e m o ­ 
cratic Gov. Michael V. DiSalle and 
Republican House Speaker Roger 
Cloud of Logan County never have 
seen exactly eye to eye. Now they 
have come to a parting of the 
ways. 
DiSalle created the open break 
with a blistering denunciation of 
Cloud’s stand on the governor’s 
controversial bill calling for gen- 
eral-fund spending of about $75 
million in the next 
two years 
above Ohio’s anticipated revenue. 
The governor used such words 
and phrases as “ completely parti­ 
san’’ and “dictatorial” in refer­ 
ring to a Cloud statement that 
majority Republicans in the legis­ 
lature have no intention of en­ 
acting new taxes 
pay for Di- 
Salle’s spending proposals. 
“ It is time for Roger to admit 
I* has become completely parti­ 
san,” DiSalle asserted in a news 
conference, “ and that he is repre­ 
senting an extremely reactionary 
point of view which ignores the 
fact that Ohio is a growing state 
with increasing problems.” 
The governor’s hot 
rem arks in 
response to the Cloud statement 
appeared to end the six - week 
“ honeymoon” between the Demo­ 
cratic administration and the Re­ 
publican legislature. 
The exchange, for all practical 
purposes, was the opening salvo in 
a 21-month campaign which w i l l 
end in the November 1962 state 
election. 
It probably was appropriate that 
the DiSalle • Chid disagreement 
should be over money m atters; 
all the rest of the legislative ses­ 


sion will be filled with money prob­ 
lems. 
The governor said both Demo­ 
cratic and Republican legislators 
are complaining over the slow pace 
of the session, particularly about 
the delay in extending jobless aid 
to those who have exhausted their 
benefits. 
DiSalle will insist that Repub­ 
licans take the “ blame” for failure 
to cover what he calls the “needs” 
of the state. Republicans will in­ 
sist that a reduction in what they 
say 
is 
waste and extragagance 
will leave plenty of money to meet 
the state's real financial needs. 
So far, 
majority 
Republicans 
have refused to introduce DiSalle’s 
out-of-balance appropriations bill. 
Cloud intimates the GOP is con­ 
sidering a redrafting job before 
the 
bill, 
which 
has 
languished 
three weeks, is introduced.

Retiring Judge 


Sees Courts 


"Change a Lot" 


CINCINNATI (AP)—On the eve 
of retirement, Judge Stanley Mat­ 
thews of the First District State 
Court of Appeals says the courts 
seem to have changed a lot in 
his 60 years as a lawyer. 
The judge, on the bench 36 years 
told a reporter “ I think I can see 
the lawyers and the judges try 
harder to get at the facts rn an 
unspectacular manner. 
“There is not so much eloquence 
at the court house Unlay. There is 
more work.” 
Judge Matthews, now 83, s a i d 
he was a Clinton County farm 
boy, and after graduation from 
high school, returned to the one- 
room 
brick schoolhouse on his 
father’s farm to teach fo r two 
years. Then he quit to go to law 
achoo! at the University of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
He was first elected to Hamil­ 
ton County Common Pleas Court, 
then won a seat on City Council 
for five years before resigning to 
return to the common pleas bench. 
He was appointed to the State 
Court of Appeals in 1935. 
He said, “ On the whole I have 
been very well treated. In all those 
years on the court of appeals I 
never had opposition (at election 
tim e.)”

Naval Secrets Given 
To Russian Agent 
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On The Rainfall 
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LONDON 
(AP) — A Scotland 
Yard detective testified today a 
trusted British civil servant ex­ 
claimed “ I 
have been a 
bloody 
fool” when he was caught slipping 
royal navy 
secrets to a 
Soviet 
agent posing as a U.S. Naval at­ 
tache. 
Detective 
Supt. 
George Smith 
told a magistrate that Harry F. 
Houghton, 55, a clerical officer in 
the 
British 
navy’s 
underwater 
weapons department, later con­ 
fessed to his part in the spy ring 
in an effort to clear his fiancee, 
because he had “dragged her into 
this mess.” 
Houghton was arrested with his 
fiancee, Miss Ethel Gee, 46, who 
worked with him at the secret 
naval research station in Port­ 
land, as they kept a rendezvous 
in the heart of London with Gor­ 
don A. Lonsdale, 37. 
The government 
charges 
that 
Lonsdale was a Soviet agent who 
carried a forged Canadian pass­ 
port. 
Detective Smith said Houghton 
told him that he persuaded Miss 
Gee to let him have a number 
of secret documents to be copied 
for Lonsdale, who had introduced 
himself 
as 
“ Cmdr. 
Alexander 
Johnson,” of the U.S. Embassy 
in London. 
Smith testified and he and fel­ 
low detectives seized the three on 
Jan. 7 on a London street after 
watching Miss Gee hand Lonsdale 
a 
shopping 
basket holding two 
parcels. 
The parcels, Smith said, con­ 
tained four pamphlets relating un 
derwater weapons tests and a can 
packed with film of 212 pages 
from the highly secret royal navy 
book “ Particulars of War Ves 
sels,” supposedly accessible only 
to trusted navy men and civil 
servants.

workers and Lonsdale are Peter 
Kroger, 50, a bookseller, and his 
wife, Helen, 47, who lived in sub 
urban Ruislip—not far from the 
3rd U.S. Air Force headquarters 
The hearing now being held is to 
determine whether the five shall 
be tried for espionage.

New snow ranging up to three 
inches in the Columbus area balan- 
keted central and southern Ohio to­ 
day, causing some early morning 
traffic hazards for work • bound 
motorists. 
Generally, northern Ohio had 
little or no 
snowball during the 
night. Southwestern Ohio had a 
fall of 3 to 4 inches. 
The snowfall in central Ohio had 
dwindled mostly to flurries by 8:30 
a m., and the weather bureau pre­ 
dicts these will end and be re­ 
placed by clear skies by tonight 
and a drop in temperature. 
While all of Ohio is blanketed 
by 
snow 
from 
many 
earlier 
snowfalls, some of this disappear­ 
ed in Tuesday’s warming trend. 
But the weather bureau reported 
six inches of old snow still on the 
ground at Youngstown, and four 
at Akron and Cleveland. 
The three inches of new snow in 
the Columbus and central Ohio 
area fell on top of three inches 
remaining of old snows. Chilli­ 
cothe caught two inches of new 
snow, Chesapeake one inch and 
Piketon three. 
The highway department report­ 
ed that prim ary and secondary 
roads are generally *now-covered 
and slippery south of a line mark 
ed by Greenville, Marion. Millers­ 
burg, Canton and Lisbon, and slip­ 
pery in spots in the vicinity of 
Akron. Secondary roads are slip­ 
pery in spots in the vicinity of 
Painesville, Chardon and Cleve 
land. 
The balance of state roads is re­ 
ported normal for travel, although 
some snow is reported on the Ohio 
Turnpike. 
Temperatures this m o r n i n g 
ranged from 20 at Findlay where 
skies were clear, to 30 at Colum­ 
bus and 32 at Chesapeake and Mar­ 
ietta. 
The snow was expected to taper 
off to flurries over the state by 
this afternoon, and skies will be 
clearing tonight.

Mansfield Firm Fined 
$45,000 in Price-Fix 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
Ohio Brass Co. of Mansfield, Ohio, 
named in four of the mass indict­ 
ments charging conspiracy to vio­ 
late the antitrust laws by price 
fixing and bid rigging in the sale 
of heavy electrical equipment, was 
fined a total of $45,000 in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court Tuesday. 
Fines 
for 
Ohio 
Bras* 
were 
$20,000 involving the sale of in­ 
sulators, $7,500 on power capaci­ 
ta to r, $7,500 on lightning arrest­ 
er* and $10,000 on bushings. 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
government breakup of the giant 
conspiracy in the $2-billion-a-year 
heavy electrical equipment indus­ 
try, halting illegal price fixing and 
bid rigging, may be followed by 
many civil suits. 
Customers may seek to recover 
thousands of dollars, perhaps mil­ 
lions 
in 
alleged 
overpayments. 
Such action could be in the courts 
for years. The suing customer 
must prove he was damaged by 
price-fixing or bid-rigging. This is 
not easy, attorneys said. 
Industry 
sources. 
meantime, 
said equipment prices rem ain vir­ 
tually unchanged. 
The intensive federal probe that 
began 18 months ago ended Tues­ 
day as U. S. Dist. Judge J. Cullen 
Caney finished sentencing 29 com­ 
panies and 44 of their top execu­ 
tives. 
It was a two-day job in Ganey’s 
courtroom where he imposed total 
fines of $1,924,500 and 30-day jail 
term s for seven men. 
A 45th individual, too ill to ap­ 
pear. will be sentenced later. 
There were 20 indictments in 
all, brought in by four separate 
grand juries. The 14 remaining 
were disposed of Tuesday, after 
Monday's five-hour session. 
All the indictments accused the 
defendants of fixing prices, main­ 
taining them at high and artifi­ 
cial levels and restraining, sup­ 
pressing and eliminating compe­ 
tition. 
The defendants either pleaded 
guilty or no defense. The judge 
said both were an equal admis­ 
sion of the charges. 
Company fines, totalling $1,787,- 
000, must be paid within IO days. 
Individuals, 
assessed 
$137,500, 
must pay within 20 days. 
The seven jailed will serve their 
prison terms, starting next Mon­ 
day, in the Montgomery County 
Prison at nearby Norristown, Pa. 
The industry’s two biggest firms 
—General Electric Co. and West­ 
inghouse Electric Corp.—bore the 
brunt of the penalties. Govern­ 
ment lawyers said they do over 
60 per cent of the total business. 
GE was fined $437,500, Westing­ 
house $382,000. Sixteen GE exec­ 
utive 
.three 
of 
them 
ordered 
jailed, were fined $55,000, while 
14 
Westinghouse 
officials 
must 
pav $27,000, two of them to go to 
jail. 
The industry supplies most of 
the equipment for transmission, 
generation 
and 
distribution 
of 
electric power to operate televi­ 
sion sets and toasters in virtually 
every American home. 
The

Campus Bill 


To Be Offered 


CHILLICOTHE, Ohio (AP) — 
Myrl H. Shoemaker, Ross County 
Democratic representative to the 
General Assembly, will introduce 
a bill today calling for the appro 
priation of two million dollars of 
state funds to build a university 
building in Chillicothe. 
Rep. Shoemaker said his pro­ 
posal for the expansion of the 
Chillicothe branch of Ohio Univer­ 
sity is in line with the suggestions 
of Gov. Michael DiSalle. 
"Gov. DiSalle and the state ad­ 
ministration,” 
he 
said, 
“have 
pointed up the need for expanded 
school facilities above the high 
school level. Chillicothe is ideally 
located geographically for such an 
expansion and the 14 years of ex­ 
perience in branch operation dem­ 
onstrate the need for additional 
school facilities here. 
“ With 500 students using Ohio 
University branch facilities here 
school attendance is guaranteed. 
The widespread local interest in 
furthering the opportunity for uni­ 
versity 
education 
in 
Chillicothe 
has been demonstrated for years 
and is further demonstrated by the 
recent purchase by the Ohio Uni­ 
versity 
Chillicothe 
Development 
Fund of the Grady land (43 acres 
on Carlisle Hill) as a site for a 
university campus. 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle today asked 
the Republican-controlled legisla­ 
ture to pass the same bill modify­ 
ing 
the 
Ohio 
utility 
rate-base 
formula which was defeated by a 
Democratic-dominated House two 
years ago. 
“This, at least, would he a step 
forward,” the Democratic gover­ 
nor asserted in a special message 
to the legislature. “ It would help 
reduce the tremendous advantage 
held by the public utilities in Ohio. 
It would give the consumer at 
least a 50 per cent better break 
than he has today.” 
As the governor pointed out, the 
formula by which utility rates in 
Ohio are established has been a 
point 
of controversy for many 
years. 
Present law provides that con­ 
sumer rates shall provide utilities 
an adequate rate of return based 
on the estimated “ reconstruction 
cost new, less observed deprecia­ 
tion (RUN).” 
DiSalle wants a new formula 
which will give equal weight to 
RUN and “fair value.” 
Under present law, DiSalle as­ 
serted in his message, five big 
Ohio utility firms show a return 
to holders of common stock of 12 
per cent on their actual invest­ 
ment as compared with 834 per 
cent in California 
The governor asserted RCN is 
an unfair and unrealistic approach 
to the rate formula problem. It 
places an unrealistic and unduly 
inflated value on utility company 
an example: 
“Should we today,” he asked, 
"attempt 
to 
reproduce 
a 
1912 
automobile which no doubt would 
cost a great deal more than its 
efficient counterpart of today? 
“ Unless we were interested for 
historic reasons in producing this 
model, why would we go to this 
expense if the product would he 
less efficient and more costly than 
any automobile that could he pur­ 
chased from a dealer’s showroom 
today? 
“The increase in cost of such a 
model would stem first of all from 
the fact that it would be impos­ 
sible to purchase parts on the mar­ 
ket today. Many of these parts 
would have to be manufactured. 
Tooling costs to produce these 


parts would he excessive in view 
of the results. 
“Would we want to spend the 
money necessary to reproduce the 
type of wheel on a 1912 model, the 
type of lighting, the bulb - type 
horn, the fragile tires, at costs 
greatly in excess of the cost of 
today’s 
products 
and wind 
up 
.spending three times of what it 
would cost to purchase a modern 
efficient model? 
“Yet this is the system that we 
use in determining the value of a 
utility property for rate-making 
purposes. 
“To he sure, obsolescence is 
taken into account and somebody’s 
guess as to the per cent of ob­ 
solescence is subtracted from the 
valuation, 
but this only makes 
more obvious that the end result 
is not a measure of true value, 
hut only a purely arbitrary calcu­ 
lation. 
‘‘We disregard completely the 
book value of the property.” He 
added; 
"It becomes quite evident that 
the public utilities of Ohio enjoy 
a favored position.”

Kennedy Feels 


Next 4 Years 


To Tell Fate 


N o Firm Conclusion 
Said Yet Reached on 
Missile Gap Issue 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy said today he sincerely 
believes 
America’s 
ability 
to 
maintain its position in the world 
will be severely tested in the next 
four years. 
That was his reply to a news 
conference question as to whether 
he has been painting the U.S. pic­ 
ture blacker than it is “for shock 
And Kennedy insisted his ad­ 
ministration has not yet reached 
any firm conclusion as to the rela­ 
tive position of this country and 
Russia in missile strength. 
There were published reports 
the last two days that Pentagon 
officials 
believe 
the 
so-called 
“ missile gap” versus Russia did 
not exist—in short, that this coun­ 
try was as strong in missiles as 
the Soviets. 
The New York Herald Tribune 
said today the stories to this ef­ 
fect were based on a background 
briefing held by Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara. 
Kennedy said he 
had 
talked 
with 
McNamara and other de­ 
fense officials, and that the sec­ 
retary “ stated that no study had 
been concluded in the Defense 
Department which would lead to 
any conclusion at this time as to 
whether there is a missile gap or 
not.” 
The President added that it is 
hoped a preliminary study could 
be completed by Feb. 20. He said 
he hopes this country is “ com­ 
pletely secure” as to the missile 
situation, but the answer is not 
yet clear. 
Kennedy was reminded of his 
missile gap charge during the 
campaign and was asked, in ef­ 
fect, whether as President he still 
stands behind what he said as the 
Democratic candidate. 
“ I hope we’ll have a clearer 
answer to that question (of the 
missile gap),” he replied. “Of 
course, it is my hope that the 
United States is completely se­ 
cure. . . 
“ I do want to say that It is my 
information that these studies are 
incomplete and therefore it would 
be premature to reach a judg­ 
ment as to whether a missile gap 
exists or not.” 
This 
third 
presidential 
news 
conference for Kennedy, 
unlike 
the two earlier ones, was not tele­ 
vised. It drew 297 newsmen to the 
State Department Auditorium and 
brought questions ranging over a 
wide field. 
Among the subjects touched on 
in announcements and questions 
and answers:

HAVANA (AP)—Fidel Castro’s 
regime kept up its bitter anti­ 
clerical campaign Tuesday night 
with a charge by Defense Minis­ 
ter Raul Castro that Roman Cath­ 
olic priests are active in bomb 
plots against the government. 
The prime minister’s younger 
brother told a crowd of several 
thousand 
roaring 
students 
one 
priest 
was 
caught 
planting 
a 
bomb at a munitions depot and 
another was arrested trying to 
join invaders from the Dominican 
Republic. 
It was one of the strongest at­ 
tack* on the clergy since the 
Castros came to power, and once 
more the target was Spanish-born 
priests, the majority of the clergy 
in 
Cuba. 
The 
Castro 
regime 
claims they act on the orders of 
Spanish dictator Francisco Fran­ 
co. 
Despite his charges, Raul left 
the impression 
the Communist- 
dominated regime plans no imme­ 
diate action against the church. 
He called for patience in the face 
of “ anti-national” 
activities 
by 
the priests and said the regime 
always will insure religious free­ 
dom. 
Shortly after the rally, a bomb 
explosion was heard in suburban 
Miramar. It was the 10th in the 
last three nights. 
Raul’s appearance in Havana 
was a surprise in view of reports 
the government has gathered the 
biggest 
concentration of armed 
forces in the nation’s history to 
attack rebel strongholds in south­ 
central Cuba’s mountains. 
An estimated 60,000 Castro men 
reportedly have sealed off 1,600

Au Pairs- Answer to Prayer 
Of Overworked U.S. Mothers 


By JAM ES W. MCCLEAN 
W ritten for Central Press 
Housewives of America, are you 
tired of being tied down by dom es­ 
tic chores? Do you long to have 
help with the dusting, scrubbing 
and meal m aking? Does the con­ 
stant search for good baby sitters 
exhaust you? 
Then what you need is an “ au 
pair.” 
Au pairs are not new electronic 
household appliance 
rn i r a c les. 
They’re girls, European girls who 
will come and live with you in your 
home and in short order becom e 
about as im portant as your right 
arm . 
They’re not servants but are tem ­ 
porary m em bers of y o u r fam ily 
and very useful ones, indeed. 
Their reason for coming to you 
in this capacity is partly because 
they want to learn a new language 
(Am erican) and 
partly 
because 
they just w’ant to see the world. 
Usually they com e from good Euro­ 
pean homes and are well educated. 
They also tend to be intelligent 
and adaptable because these qual­ 
ities go with the adventure-some 
spirit that inspires them to want 
to leave hom e and cross the broad 
Atlantic. 
+ • • 
CONTINENTAL au pairs have 
been usual 
in 
Britain for some 
years. Girls from France, Sweden 
and G erm any 
mostly and som e 
from Holland 
and Austria, too. 
have been flocking over to learn 
English and at the sam e tim e help 
with the middle class British house­ 
wife’s chores and children. 
There are 60,000 of them In B ri­ 
tain now, and m any are looking 
for new places to go. And m any 
are looking to North America. 
Of the several English em ploy­ 
ment agencies handling au pairs at 
least one has set up a special de­ 
partm ent to cope with North A m er­ 
ican business. 
Peter Hunt, 
who 
runs this 90-year-old agency, has 
organized what he calls his “ A m er­ 
ican P lan.” 
Under the American Plan girls 
are interview ed in their own coun­ 
tries and their references are ta k ­ 
en up. This is a strict filtering out 
of an adventuresses who are plan­ 
ning little m ore than an expense- 
paid lark. 
Then, applications from A m er­ 
ican housewives are carefully ex ­ 
amined to m ake sure that no one 
plans to use her au pair as a low- 
cost dom estic. In the application

the prospective em ployer explains 
what she expects her girl to do 
and what her fam ily’s interests and 
habits, are. 
When a suitable girl is chosen 
a year’s contract is 
signed 
by 
both parties, the air fare (about 
$150 to New York) is advanced by 
the employer 
and 
the London 
agency makes all the necessary 
travel and other arrangem ents. 
The American em ployer is ex­ 
pected to pay her au pair $125 a 
month, out of which the girl will 
repay her fare. 
Most employers 
put this amount away to give back 
to their girls as a bonus at the end 
of the year. 
What exactly does an au pair do? 
Well as an exam ple, our own ab­ 
solutely invaluable Swedish g i r l 
does this on an average day: takes 
the children to school, dusts the 
house, makes the lunch and sup­ 
per under my w ife’s supervision 


and generally gives the children 
their evening bath. On evenings 
when she doesn’t go to night school 
she stays with the children while 
we go out. 
She eats with us and 
always 
shares in the after - dinner fireside 
conversation. She shares our week­ 
end holidays and is generally more 
like an older daughter than a paid 
helper. 
According to P eter Hunt, 
au 
pairs that are made to feel part of 
the family always work out very 
well. Just back from a visit to 
A m erica where he talked to many 
of the girls his agency had sent 
over and also to 
m any 
of 
the 
fam ilies to whom they’d been sent, 
reported great satisfaction on ever 
body’s part. 
“ American housewives,” he told 
me, “ are finding au pairs the best 
labor saving device every invent­ 
ed .”

“ Man s appetite for knowledge 
and news, as old as the human 
race itself, has seized upon new 
media whenever 
it ha* become 
available. 
In 1833, Benjamin H. Day, New 
York. N. Y., published the first 
successful newspaper “The Sun” 
for one cent. 
Earlier attempts had been made 
but failed. The most notable thing 
about “The Sun” was its content 
of gossip, scandal and human in­ 
terest stories. 
New York Herald began in 1835. 
The reporting of crime and scandal 
was being protested. People said 
the papers were corrupting the 
young and encouraging crime. 
The Tribune, launched in 1841, 
and the New York Times, 1851, 
followed a more restrained course. 
But as newspapers were making 
headway in the 
world, another 
media was in the making, the 
motion picture. 
The 
motion 
picture 
business 
grew with 
men 
building 
huge 
theaters with balconies, carpeted 
stairways and brass railings. 
When America turned the tide 
of the battle on the war of 1917. 
America became a major w'orld 
power and Hollywood became a 
world film capital. 
In 1926 came sound. In W’orld 
War II. the film 
proved itself 
trainer, educator 
and 
propagan­ 
dist. 
The 
rise 
of 
microfilm 
made 
movies 
and film 
available 
for 
schools, churches, clubs and hom­ 
es as well as the theatre. 
It seemed that America would be 
swamped in a flood of film, but 
once again 
another media 
had 
made its debut, radio. 
The value of the radio was made 
known during World War I as it 
could play a m ajor part in rescue 
at sea, espionage and director of 
planes. 
During the early 1930’s a bitter 
feud between radio and newspap­ 
er 
publishers 
kept 
down 
the 
amount of news heard on the air. 
But in the late 1930’s the press 
associations began to serve both 
newspapers and radio. As World 
War II ended, radio stood high rn 
prestige and praise. 
Then came television. TV anten­ 
nas seemed to spring up overnight 
on shacks, farm tenements, apart­ 
ment houses and suburban homes. 
Television 
is 
now the 
media 
much criticized and being held re­ 
sponsible for juvenile delinquincey. 
All the media has insinuated 
themselves into our lives and be­ 
come a familiar and valued part of 
our everyday existence; The sound 
of the newspaper landing by the 


front door, the comfortable back- 
group of radio music and the news 
and the 21 inch miracle in our liv­ 
ing room.”

most major league baseball teams

agree today that jet plane travel 
is causing them a new and large 
sized headache. 
Some teams will go back to tak­ 
ing more of their trips by train, 
but others are hoping they will 
be able to hitch un to piston en­ 
gined planes and perhaps some 
jets. 
Ed Short, traveling secretary 
of the Chicago White Sox 
was 
the first to moan about the new 
problem. 
“Nearly all the major airlines 
are switching to jots and trading 
in their piston-enginc equipment,” 
he said. “The jets are operated 
on a strict commercial schedule 
and are not available as charters. 
There are fewer and fewer piston 
planes that the club can have for 
its private use. 
“We’ll probably have to depend 
more on trains this yt ar than we 
have for four to five years.” 
Leo Ward of the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals said there are “definite 
limitations” 
on 
charter 
flights 
now. He is trying to work out 
some trips on regular schedules. 
Don Biebcl of the Chicago Cubs 
said, “There is a possibility that 
we may have to resort to more 
train travel. It is much harder to 
charter planes and instead of do­ 
ing business with one airline we 
have to search out others in ;Ty­ 
ing to come uo with dates to 
match the schedule. 
Vice President Chun Feeney of 
the San Francisco Giants said his 
club had run into the jet problem, 
too, and will try to get around 
it by using some charter? and 
some regular flights. 
Bob Brown of the Baltimore 
Orioles also was on the mourners 
bench. 
' We’ll be forced to use about 
half as 
many charters .is last 
year,” ho said. “We hope to me 
regular jet ard piston-plane sched­ 
ules. It probably is going to mean 
we’ll miss a plane now and then 
and have to do a lot of running 
around 
looking 
for 
substitute 
transportation. But we don’t plan 
to swing back to trains.”
